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AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE 2002 ( BUDGET BY
TRANSFERRING APPROPRIATIONS IN THE AMOUNT OF $290,391.32
TO ESTABLISH THE “FLOOD DISASTER RELIEF” FUND
IMPLEMENTED BY THE CITY OF ATLANTA, AND FOR OT
PURPOSES.

WHEREAS, over 300 low and moderate income families were impacted as a result of
the flood September 21,2002 prompting the City to declare a “State of Emergency” because of
public health and safety code violations; and

WHEREAS, due to the flood damage, many of these families are unable to occupy their
homes until repairs are made or altemative housing is found; and

WHEREAS, the City’s deems it appropriate to provide reasonable assistance to the
residents of Atlanta who are impacted by the recent flood events; it is hereby the policy of the
City of Atlanta to assist such individuals for the purposes of providing temporary and permanent
relocation for families displaced by flood damage; and

WHEREAS, the City's UDAG repayments has been identified as a possible funding
source of assistance for the recovery effort, particularly to provide temporary and permanent
relocation for families displaced by flood damage; and

WHEREAS, past uses of the UDAG repayments has been to support economic
development activities in areas hit by unemployment and disinvestment and the overwhelming
need to provide disaster relief justifies an exception to this policy; and

WHEREAS, the Budget Commission of the City of Atlanta, Georgia recommends
increasing the estimated receipts in the Trust Fund by $290,391.32

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF
ATLANTA, GEORGIA as follows:

Section 1.: That the 2002 (Trust fund) Budget, be and is amended hereby as follows:

TRANSFER FROM APPROPTRIATIONS

TH APPROPRIATIONS $290,391.32

TRANSFER TO APPROPRIATIONS

3P02 Y53P0707A690 2002 Flood Disaster Relief Fund

Section 2. The Office of Mayor is authorized to establish the Flood Disaster Relief Fund in an
amount not to exceed $290,391.32.

Section 3. That all ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith be and the same are
hereby repealed.
